Island Empire W ill Proceed to Carry 


Out Plane Long Since 
Perfected. 


Not Believed That Action of Japan 


Foreshadows W ar With China— Diplo­ 


matic Negotiations Failed to Over* 


come Chinese Opposition. 


Tokio, Aug. 7.—Japan has officially 
notified the powers of her intention 
to proceed immediately with the re­ 
construction and improving of the An- 
tung-Mukden railroad without the con­ 
sent of China, diplomatic negotiations 
having failed to overcome Chinese 
opposition. 
The note outlines the entire course 
of negotiations relative to the im­ 
provement of the railroad up to the 
present. It declares that throughout 
the discussions China has had re­ 
course to her well known policy of 
obstruction and procrastination, has 
evaded the just and reasonable de­ 
mands of Japan and raised collateral 
questions regarding police authority 
and other matters, thus delaying a 
settlement. 
China’s rights under the treaty of 
1005 were disregarded and the pro­ 
vision of the treaty wholly nullified 
thereby. 
It is charged China raised imma­ 
terial issues and declared in her re­ 
ply “that the work of improvement 
on the Antung-Mukden railroad must 
be confined to the existing track and 
that the broadening of the gauge can­ 
not be permitted." 
The communication declares that 
“%lnce June 24, when the reply was 
received, Japan has endeavored to in­ 
duce China to reconsider her de­ 
cision and recede from her untenable 
position; but that the Chinese govern­ 
ment has maintained an unyielding 
and uncompromising attitude. 
The final paragraph of the note 
contains Japan’s ultimatum, as fol­ 
lows: 
"In this situation the imperial gov­ 
ernment is compelled to take inde­ 
pendent action and to proceed to car­ 
ry out the necessary works of recon­ 
struction and improvement according 
to treaty rights." 
The climax of the protracted con­ 
troversy was not entirely unexpect­ 
ed. The highest authorities do not 
believe, however, that Japan’s action 
indicates anything approaching war 
with China. 
The proposed work of improvement 
will be commenced at once, plans hav­ 
ing been prepared in detail when the 
project was first brought forward. 
The first step will be the reconstruc­ 
tion of the old military road linking 
the terminus of the Korean standard 
gauge line at Wiju with the line of 
the South Manchurian railway at or 
near Mukden. Japan will thus be 
brought a day nearer Europe via the 
Siberian railroad and Korea will be 
opened by a through line to the com­ 
merce of the world. 
Prior to the issuance of the note, 
Japan quietly prepared for the imme­ 
diate commencement of the work. 


WILL IGNORE THEIR DEMANDS 


Pittsburg Company Will Pay No At­ 
tention to Strikers. 
Pittsburg, Aug. 7.—The officials of 
the Pressed Steel Car company will 
ignore the demands of their 3,500 em­ 
ployes who have been on a strike for 
several weeks, that the wage scale in 
effect in 1907 be restored; that over­ 
time in a certain ratio be paid for 
extra work, and that an official of the 
plant be dismissed. This fact was 
made plain in a statement issued by 
James B. Hider, general manager of 
the company, who said that no de­ 
mands made by a committee of the 
strikers - would 
be 
considered, 
al­ 
though careful attention would be 
given to all complaints by individuals 
and that there would be no change in 
the wages or rules. The latter is 
taken to mean that the “pooling sys 
tem,” one of the causes of the strike. 
will not be abolished. 
The company has until Monday 
noon to answer the petition of the 
strikers presented Thursday, but no 
answer

FIVE FARMERS ARE RILLED 


Lightning Responsible for Fatalities 
in the Northwest. 
St. Paul, Aug. 7.—Lightning, accom­ 
panying small local showers of little 
or no effect in reducing the general 
drouth, killed five farmers through 
the Northwest In the past twenty-four 
hours. In addition it caused immense 
damage by fire to property in many 
places. To such an extent has com­ 
munication been severed by the vio­ 
lence of the atmosphere that total re­ 
ports cannot yet be received from 
many places. Tho dead are: 
Two sons of Thomas McKibbin, 
farmer, near Stephens, Mins., fourteen 
and sixteen years old respectively. 
Otto Johnson, farmhand employed 
by Robert Dobrick, ten miles southeast 
of Aberdeen, S. D. 
Emmett Collins, twenty-five years 
old, between Vale and Belle Fourche.

The seriously injured are: 
Adelbert McKibbin, sitting on rear 
mower when his brothers were killed, 
not expected to recover.

SEVERE STORM 


^MINNESOTA 


Causes Heavy Property Loss 
Near Barnesville. 


Barnesville, Minn., Aug. 7.—Shortly 
after the still, hot, humid noon, pre­ 
ceded by visible disturbances in the 
clouds of the southeastern skies, a 
storm of uncommon cyclonic violence 
hurtled swiftly out of that quarter 
and, although splitting about this 
city, performed extraordinary pranks 
and wrought damage totalling $40,- 
000 or $50,000 throughout the country 
round about 
Barnesville is isolated in a ruinous 
sea of demolished farm buildings, up­ 
rooted trees and wasted crops. All 
lines of communication are down 
through the rural districts and exact 
totals of loss are not yet obtainable. 
After the storm had passed the city 
it assumed the proportions of a tor­ 
nado, with a fierce rotary action, and 
created the most extensive havoc. 
At the farm of Andrew Anderson it 
crushed the barn in like an eggshell, 
lifted it for up in the air and crashed 
it down again almost within its foun 
dations, driving machinery against 
trees and causing thousands of dol­ 
lars in damage. 
At the farm of Reimer Ulrich it up­ 
rooted a field of potatoes, causing a 
gain to that farmer of several dollars 
in labor. 
At the farm of F. A. Moody it lifted 
the well house with tables filled with 
pails of rich cream, hurling them into 
the river. 
It ruined granaries and other prop­ 
erty on the farms of Dr. Patterson 
and Felix Kieselbach. 
The whole district is covered over 
with smoke originating from 
hay­ 
stacks, set afire by lightning and 
blown by the wind into uncanny 
torches in the dusty air. 
Many cattle are missing, but none 
believed to be lost. No hall accom­ 
panied the storm so far as known.

THAW’S FIGHT 
FOR FREEDOM 


Submission of Testimony In 
the Case Is Ended. 
! -v, .---- 


NEXT THURSDAY MORNING 


Justice Mills W ill File His Decision 


With the County Clerk st White 


Plains. N. Y.— Court May Bet Thaw 


Free, Declare Him Insane or Parole 


H im Because His Mental Condition! 


Is Still in Doubt. 


White Plains, N. Y., Aug. 7.—Harry 
K. Thaw’s latest struggle to regain 
bis freedom will end today. The sub­ 
mission of testimony in his hearing 
before Justice Mills has closed and 
all that remains is the final arguments 
of the attorneys. Justice Mills will 
file his decision with the county clerk 
here on the morning of Thursday, 
Aug. 12. 
Several possibilities confront Thaw. 
The court may grant his plea and 
make him absolutely free. It may 
decide that he has not established his 
sanity and refuse to interfere, in 
which case the state authorities will 
probably send him back to Mattea- 
wan. But Justice Mills has further 
discretionary powers. He may feel 
that the young man’s mental condi­ 
tion is still in doubt and for that rea­ 
son delay a final order, meanwhile 
paroling Thaw in the custody of some 
officer or possibly on his own recog­ 
nizance in the care of his family, or 
he may ■ declare Thaw insane, but, 
moved by his mother’s complaint re­ 
garding his surroundings at Mattea- 
wan, send him to some other state 
hospital not peopled by criminals. 
Thaw left the courtroom with a 
jaunty step. The strain of the past 
four weeks, during which he has sub­ 
mitted personally to fourteen hours 
of cross-examination, was not ap­ 
parent either in his face or his bear­ 
ing. At no time during the proceed­ 
ings has he expressed anything but 
satisfaction with the results and con­ 
fidence in the success of his cause. 
He is as hopeful as ever.. 
"I am sure,” he said, "that I shall 
be free.” 
The evidence presented in behalf 
of Thaw closed with a dramatic out­ 
burst by his mother, Mrs. Copley 
Thaw, who was the final witness. Her 
last words were a denunciation of 
District Attorney Jerome. Earlier in 
the day she had read a list of names 
distinguished in New York society. 


Refers to List of Names. 
They were guests, she said, at a din­ 
ner she gave in New York which Har­ 
ry attended before his marriage. In 
concluding her testimony, she referred 
to this list of names. 
"I brought in the names of those 
who attended that dinner to my son,” 
said she, “because of the statement 
of Mr. Jerome regarding the company 
Harry was accustomed to keep. 
I do 
not have any special enmity toward 
Mr. Jerome, but he certainly has not 
behaved in this matter in a gentleman­ 
ly way nor in a Christian way. Mr. 
Jerome always talked about Harry’s 
being a frequenter of the tenderloin, 
when he knows as well as anyone 
that my boy never went to the ten­ 
derloin until he met a certain person 
who dragged him down.” 
"That,” 
said 
Attorney 
Charles 
Marschauser, “ends our case." 
On the stand Mrs. Thaw’s testi­ 
mony was again frequently inter­ 
rupted by sobbing, as she described 
Harry’s surroundings at Matteawan. 
"That place seemed to me like the 
vestibule to the Infernal regions,” 
she said solemnly. 
The principal new witnesses were 
Roger O’Mara, formerly chief of po­ 
lice of Pittsburg and recently em­ 
ployed by the Thaws as a detective 
in Harry’s case. He testified in cor­ 
roboration of the stories about Stan­ 
ford White. The greater part of the 
day was devoted to a re-examination 
of Thaw’s alienists. Jerome attacked 
these experts with every device of 
the skilled cross-examiner. He roused 
the ire of Dr. Britton D. Evans by 
asking if he was the object of the 
denunciation of medical expert wit­ 
nesses delivered Thursday by Govern­ 
or Franklin Fort of New Jersey. Dr. 
Evans is a superintendent of a New 
Jersey state insane hospital at Morris 
Plains. The expert replied that he 
declined to go into personalities. 
Dr. I. G. Harris of the Poughkeepsie 
•tate asylum also received a grilling. 
But both alienists stuck to their as­ 
sertion that whatever Thaw’s mental 
condition might have been when he 
•hot Stanford White, he was now 
■ane. They left the stand unshaken

Aberdeen, S. D., Aug. 7.—Otto John­ 
son, a farm hand employed by Robert 
Doberick, ten miles southeast of town, 
was killed by lightning while at work 
in a field.

Young Farmer Killed. 
Aberdeen, S. D.t Aug. 7.—Simon 
Luckens, aged twenty-one, son of a 
farmer near here, was adjusting a 
binder in the field when his horses 
started to run and he was dragged in 
front of the knife, which almost sev­ 
ered one leg and injured him so that 
he died in three hours.

HUNDRED YEARS OF PEACE 


How the 
Bullion State Will 
Induce 
Foreigners of the Right Kind to S et­ 
tle Within Her Confines—Value of 
the Scheme. 


Missouri has decided to take Its 
pick of the immigration coming to the 
United States. 
Ever since Governor 
Hadley took his seat tile state authori­ 
ties have been pondering over ways 
and means to attract a desirable class 
of immigrants to build up the waste 
places aud put more value into the 
farm holdings. The Missouri State So­ 
ciety of New York has also been 
working at the other end of the line 
to accomplish the same object. 
Last 
winter these same patriotic sons of 
Missouri, who make their homes in 
New York, but who have not lost in­ 
terest in the welfare of their native 
state, suggested that if a live, ener­ 
getic agent were stationed at Ellis is­ 
land. where the great bulk of Immi­ 
grants disembark, great good would be 
likely to come of It. Now, after a con­ 
ference with Commissioner Keefe of 
the United States immigration bureau, 
Commissioner Curran of the Missouri 
Immigration bureau has announced 
that the state board will establish an 
agency at the immigrant station at 
Ellis island. 
The purpose is to work 
in co-operation with the federal bu­ 
reau iii inducing as many immigrants 
as possible of the right kind to make 
their homes in Missouri. 
Advantages of the State. 
Thus Missouri is to become a pioneer 
in solving the problem of distributing 
immigrants 
throughout 
the 
United 
States instead of leaving them to act 
upon their own resources without ad­ 
vice or assistance of a trustworthy 
kind, Two other states^ J^Qyisiana and 
South Carolina, hive Ivied the pian 
and are much pleased with the results. 
This state is likely to be still more 
so, inasmuch as it can offer many ad­ 
vantages in climate, soil and social en­ 
vironment which are lacking in the 
semitropical gulf states. 
Besides be­ 
ing centrally located, along the parallel 
of travel east and west, Missouri prob­ 
ably enjoys a greater diversity of soil 
and climate, both of the most favor­ 
able character, than any other state 
in the Union. 
With fertile grain pro­ 
ducing lands in its center and north­ 
ern counties, stock breeding and dairy 
farms of the northwest tier, cotton and 
tobacco in the southwest and its un­ 
surpassed fruit orchards and vine­ 
yards along the slopes of the Ozarks 
in the southwest, this state presents 
every advantage to the agricultural 
immigrant that could be desired, not 
to speak of the coal, iron, zinc, lead 
and other flourishing mining industries 
which extend from the extreme north­ 
western to the southwestern borders, 
affording employment at high wages 
to many thousands of sturdy workers. 
Many workmen In the coal mines of 
this state net upward of $7 a day from 
eight hours of labor. Thus no indus­ 
trious immigrant who settles in this 
state will have occasion to regret his 
choice so far as material prosperity 
is concerned, while from a social point 
of view no warmer hearted and more 
hospitable people can be found on 
earth than the native Missourians. 
National Bureau to Be Established. 
The federal authorities are said to 
be so much impressed with the Mis­ 
souri idea of the state going directly 
to the source of supply to obtain the 
pick of the immigrants that they have 
decided to establish a national immi­ 
gration bureau at Washington to direct 
immigrants 
to 
favorable 
locations 
throughout the United States and to 
gather information along this line for 
the benefit of states that may desire 
to take advantage of the opportunity 
to augment their population. 
This 
plan, if intelligently pursued, ought to 
go far to establish the much desired 
equilibrium of labor between the east 
and west which has been sought after 
for years alike by public officers in the 
bureau of immigration and private 
philanthropists. At least It cannot fail 
to lessen the tremendous congestion of 
aliens in the large cities of the east, 
which is fast becoming a menace to 
the welfare of the nation.—Kansas 
City Journal.

CITY OF MISFORTUNE. 


Former Disasters 
In 
Acapulco—City 
Wrecked by Mexican Earthquake. 
Little Acapulco, the Mexican city 
with its 5,000 inhabitants which was 
entirely destroyed by the recent earth­ 
quake in Mexico, has achieved world­ 
wide fame as a city of misfortune. 
Twice this year has it been the scene 
of a catastrophe. On Feb. 15 300 per­ 
sons were burned to death when the 
Flores theater was set on fire by a 
moving picture machine and destroyed 
at a special performance in honor of 
Governor Flores of the state of Guer­ 
rero. 
Several times before the city has 
been damaged by severe earthquakes. 
In fact, the state of Guerrero is known 
as the home of seismic disturbances. 
Its severest shock occurred in 1907. 
The whole region suffered, and Chil- 
pancingo, the capital city, was practi­ 
cally destroyed. 
In 1908 Chilapa, a 
city of some 15,000 inhabitants, was 
badly damaged, and March 27 of 
the same year that city was agaih 
shaken, completing the ruin of the 
forcer shock. 
Nevertheless, 
Acapulco, 
beset by 
tropic perils and cursed by a hot, 
unhealthy climate, Is one of the most 
beautiful spots in the world. 
Its 
name, a corruption and abbreviation 
of Aqua Pulchra (beautiful waters), 
rings true. The coast at this point is 
sheer cliff. Not till the steamer is al­ 
most upon it does the bluff walled, 
blue channel to Acapulco harbor ap­ 
pear. 
Acapulco harbor Is one of the finest 
in the world. 
It lies 231 miles south­ 
west of Mexico City, of which It whs 
formerly the seaport It had been for 
centuries the chief center of com­ 
merce with the Philippine Islands as 
well as with China and India. 
By 
pack trail the merchandise went over­ 
land from Acapulco to Mexico City 
and points beyond. 
Then came the 
railroad through from the capital to 
San Blas, and with it departed the 
commercial importance of Acapulco. 
Chilapa, with a population of 12,000, 
is the largest city in Guerrero. Cbil- 
pancingo, the capital, is a small town 
in the center of the state, about 200 
miles from Mexico City and about 110 
miles from the coast. 
It was well 
built and lighted by electricity, 
Its 
population was about 7,000.

TEAMS AND AUTOS 
EACH HAVE RIGHTS 


Law Governing Road Right-of- 
Way When Autos Overtake 
Teams not Understood

MUCH TROUBLE MAY BE SAVED 


lf the Law on This Point is Read 
and Heeded— Law Passed 
by Last Legislature 
The general use of the automobile, 
which has come to stay, will necessari­ 
ly require that laws be made to govern 
road rights and other contingencies 
that may arise. 
Until the last legisla­ 
ture there was nothing on the statute 
books governing these things as condi­ 
tions surrounding them in this section 
of the country were new. 
Recognizing 
the more general use of autos the last 
legislature enacted a law defining the 
rights of both drivers of horses and the 
chauffeurs. 
The law is that when an automobile 
overtakes a team on the road, the team 
shall turn to the right and the automo­ 
bile to the left, and that each is en­ 
titled to half the road. 
If the driver 
of a team ahead of the automobile, re­ 
fuses to turn out so that the automo­ 
bile can pass, he is guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor and can be arrested and fined, 
or sent to jail. 
When teams and auto­ 
mobiles meet, each should turn to the 
right, and each is entitled to half the 
road. 
The law governing the passing of 
teams by automobiles, does not seem 
to be generally understood, and some­ 
times the team turns to the right, as 
does also the automobile. 
The law is as follows, and should be 
observed by all drivers of teams and of 
automobiles: 
Sec. 14, chapter 295, laws of 1909: 
—Whenever a person walking in the 
traveled portion of a public highway, 
or a person riding, driving or leading a 
horse or other animal therein, or driv­ 
ing or operating a vehicle therein, shall 
meet another person thus walking or 
thus riding, driving or leading a horse 
or other animal, or thus operating 
vehicle, if such persons are moving :

a 
in 
opposite directions, each shall slacken 
his pace, if necessary, and seasonably 
turn to the right, so to give half of the 
traveled road, if practicable and a fair 
and equal opportunity to pass, to the 
other; or, if they are moving in the 
same direction, the person overtaking 
shall pass on the left side of the per­ 
son overtaken, and the person over­ 
taken shall, as soon as practicable, 
turn to the right so as to give half of 
the traveled road to the other. 
Sec. 26.—Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this act, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor.

A FEW TIMELY HINTS 
Many a housewife could save dollars 
Worth of canned goods and much annoy­ 
ance and disappoinment by the use of 
a few cents worth of paraffine.

The canning of fruit, etc., may be 
greatly simplified by the use of proper 
tools. 
A can filler, or funnel with a 
wide mouth for that purpose, a gocd 
cover wrench and a can lifter, any or 
all of which can be purchased at almost 
any racket store, will enable the house­

A BRAINERD CASE 


It may not be generally known, but 
unless sugar enough is used to form a 
preserve fruit will spoil much more 
easily if put up with sugar than with­ 
out. 
When sweetened for table use 
there is always the tendency to make 
vinegar, the same as sweetened water 
will do. When wanted for use the un­ 
sweetened fruit may be placed in a 
stew pan or preserving kettle and the 
sugar heated in, the fruit being allowed 
to cool, if so desired, before serving. 
If you have more corn and string 
beans in your garden than you have im­ 
mediate use for they can be preserved 
for winter use by salting down. Pick 
the beans and wash them and salt them 
down the same as you would cucumbers 
for salt pickles. Corn is scalded on the 
cob enough to set the milk and then cut 
off and salted the same as the beans. 
When freshened they are very palata­ 
ble, especially in the winter. 


When meat is high or hard to get at 
this time of the year, a good substitute 
can bs found in fried vegetables. Cu­ 
cumbers sliced and dipped in butter and 
fried slowly are relished by many and 
tomatoes prepared the same way are 
very good, many preferring them to cu­ 
cumbers. 


A word as to tomato culture. The 
writer this year tiled three ways of 
training the plants. 
Some were tied up 
beside wire netting, some were tied up 
to stakes and some were held up by 
barrel hoops. He wants to register his 
verdict in favor of the barrel hoop sys­ 
tem. The plants were thus permitted 
to spread enough to let the sun in and 
yet kept off the ground, and these 
plants ripened fruit several days before 
the others. The method is very simple. 
Sharpen three strips of board or other 
stakes about three feet long and nail 
them to each hoop. Drive the stakes 
simultaneously, tapping first one and 
then another until the barrel hoop is

This is a reminder that the season for 
prairie chickens, snipe and tne several 
species of grouse, which formerly open­ 
ed Sept. I, has been changed and the 
same now opens Sept. 7 and closes Nov. 
7. 
The season for wild ducks, geese and 
other aquatic fowls also opens Sept. 7, 
but closes later, namely, Dec. I. No 
person is allowed to kill more than 15 
birds in any one day, nor have in his 
possession more than 45 prairie chick­ 
ens, or other birds which belong to that 
class, or have in his possession more 
than 50 ducks or other aquatic fowl, 
Any person may have any of the game 
birds in his possession five days after 
the season closes.

RETURNING TO WORK 


Itrlka in Sweden Shows Evidence of 
^ Col tepee. 
Stockholm, Aug. 7.—Tho tense sil­ 
tation arising from the general strike 
proclaimed a few days ago seems to 
be relaxing. 
Tho grave diggers re 
turned to work and disension is ap­ 
parent in tho ranks of the other strik­ 
ers. The employers of some of the 
largest plants in Stockholm announce 
that their men will return to work 
Monday. 
It is reported that the central fed­ 
eration of trades unions has request­ 
ed tho jjovernmen^ to m ediate in the 
present crisis, but this is denied by 
the chairman of the federation. 
M. 
Von Sydow, president of the employ­ 
ers’ federation, d e c ia re 
Inter­ 
vention by the government would be 
without result, as the differences be­ 
tween the men and the employers 
were too great to be settled in such 
a manner. 
The national labor union 
published a statem ent in the evening 
newspapers disapproving the strike 
of the electric light and gas workers. 
The dissensions in the ranks of the 
strikers, it is thought, may be indi­ 
cative of a not far distant collapse of 
the movement. The strike leaders, 
however, seem determined that no 
compromise shall be made, and there­ 
fore it is difficult to form a judgment 
on the progress pf the movement or 
how far the funds available will car­ 
ry the strike. The increasing cost 
of living and the difficulty of obtain­ 
ing food is being felt and doubtless ac­ 
counts for the fact th at a large num­ 
ber of strikers have returned to work. 
Public opinion was too much for the 
grave diggers and they were com­ 
pelled to again take up their picks 
and shovels. The employes of the 
gas and electric works struck against 
the advice of the Socialist leaders 
because they resented the presence of 
troops protecting the plants. 
Two hundred conscripts of the regi­ 
ments stationed at Falun made a 
demonstration in sympathy with the 
strikers, 
during 
which 
they 
sang 
revolutionary song3. As a punishment 
they were given hard drills.

Annapolis, Aug. 7.—The reappear­ 
ance on the witness stand of Mrs. 
James N. Sutton, mother of Lieuten­ 
ant Sutton of Portland, Ore., whose 
death is being investigated by the 
naval board of inquiry here, waa the 
signal for a heated controversy be­ 
tween the lawyers on all sides, which 
ended in a prolonged conference of 
the members of the board behind 
closed doors and brought the day’s 
proceedings to an abrupt ending. 
Several witnesses had been dis­ 
posed of during the day when Judge 
Advocate Leonard called Mrs. Sutton 
to the stand. 
Before proceeding with 
her examination Major Leonard of­ 
fered for identification and to be read 
in evidence, several letters which he 
said Mrs. Sutton had written contain­ 
ing 
serious 
and 
delicate 
charges 
against the young officers of the ma­ 
rine corps who appeared as defen­ 
dants.

Growing Scarcity of Labor a Feature 
of tho Situation. 
New York, Aug. 7.—Bradstreefs re­ 
view of trade says th at with the ad­ 
vent of August, the new tariff has be­ 
come an accomplished fact, the lead­ 
ing crops are assuming more tangible 
form with some tem pering of earlier 
exuberant estimates of yields; high 
premiums on old supplies of farm 
products are disappearing, and the 
usual 
fall 
buyers’ 
excursions 
are 
bringing purchasers to leading mar­ 
kets. 
There is also noted this year 
what was absent for two preceding 
years—a growing scarcity of labor. 
With the enlargement of the new 
fftoveraei^ wheat supplies have be­ 
gun to increase an<J a flgffewai of ex­ 
port buying is reported. This, coupled 
with enlarged movement of coal, lum­ 
ber, iron and steel and general m er­ 
chandise, is giving the railroads more 
to do, and there is already talk of the 
disappearance of idle cars from the 
list. 
Building rem ains very active. 
That the general business situation is 
essentially sound is also evidenced 
by the comparatively small number 
of business suspensions and the light­ 
est monthly failure 
liabilities wit­ 
nessed for three years past. On the 
other hand there are some features 
of the trade and Industrial situation 
not as yet clearly defined.

Sutton, made strenuous objection on 
the ground that Mrs. Sutton was not 
present to make an accusation and 
that the letters in question were ir 
relevant to the inquiry and of a per 
sonal and incompetent nature as evi­ 
dence. 
“It is Inconceivable that the judge 
advocate should attempt to force Mrs. 
Sutton Into such a position before 
this board of inquiry,’’ said Mr. Davis

Mrs. Sutton broke down and burled 
her face in her handkerchief during 
Mr. Davis’ remarks. 
Major Leonard declared th at Mr. 
Davis had misconstrued the Judge ad­ 
vocate’s position in the m atter and 
asked that the lawyer’s rem arks Im­ 
plying bad faith on his part be strick­ 
en from the record. 
The Judge advocate said the court 
had the right to inquire upon what 
grounds Mrs. Sutton had made the 
statements in the letters. 
Mr. Birney, counsel for Lieutenant 
Adams, protested that Mrs. Sutton had 
consistently tried to avoid her true 
position in the proceedings, and urged 
that the letters be read in evidence.
